was draw n at the adjourned m eet­ 
ing of the comm ittee of the county 
board held yesterday afternoon 
at 
the court house. 
Although the com­ 
m ittee failed to agree on some of 
the details the main provisions have 
l»een decided and the bill is prac­ 
tically ready to be acted upon a t the 
meeting of the county board of Dec. 
29th. 
It provides for the establishm ent 
of an entirely new court here to have 
concurrent jurisdiction with the cir­ 
cuit court and to take over the crim ­ 
inal business of the county court. It 
also provides for one judge to de­ 
vote all of his time to the probate 
work and w ith the criminal 
all before the 
municipal 
judge, 
court work in this county will be ex­ 
pedited. 
The 
municipal 
court of 
Outagamie county is 
the 
pattern 
which has been followed to 
large 
extent in fram ing the present bill. 
To Elect New Judge. 
Tn the spring following the pass­ 
age of th e m easure a judge will be 
elected for a term of four years, the 
salary to be specified by the county 
board, but is not to be less 
th an 
$3,000.00 a year. 
La Crosse is nam ­ 
ed as the place of holding court al­ 
though it can be held in any com­ 
m unity in La Crosse county accord­ 
ing to the discretion of the judge. 
Inability of the 
judge 
to 
hold 
court at any tim e is avoided by a 
clause making it possible for a coun­ 
ty or circuit judge to be called in or 
the cases may be transferred to the 
county court. 
The clerk of the sup­ 
erior or municipal court will he the 
clerk of the circuit court, or his de­ 
puty without extra pay. 
A court reporter will be appointed 
and his salary 
fixed at $1,000 
a 
year. 
The lim it of damages Involved 
in all civil actions will be fixed at 
$50,000. 
This will give the 
court 
concurrent jurisdiction with the cir­ 
cuit court. 
It la probable that It 
will be decided to draw a list of 36 
names from the county to form a 
county jury but this bas not been 
worked out to the satisfaction of» 
the comm ittee as yet. Two jury lits 
were favored by the comm ittee, one 
composed of men from the county 
for important cases and one from 
the city for all other cases. 
Six ju­ 
rors 
will 
serve in 
justice court 
cases. 
After the next m eeting of 
the county board the bill

completed and the details worked 
out.
